COMMITTEE REPORTS

Parks and Railroad Station—
Bryan and Brandon will place the
new aerator in the pond when the
weather is fit.
Building—Brandon will check on
paint to have the town shed
painted and Bryan will check
with the inmates to see if they are
able to paint it for us.
Streets—Half of the alley behind
Main and Antietam Streets is in
need of paving, it is full of ruts
and pot holes. The alley behind
Chapline Street has also been
requested to be paved. This will
be put on the list for the next fis-
cal year. The curbs at the inter-
sections are in need of being
painted red 35 feet from the inter-
section. Brandon will get the red
paint and this will be taken care
of by council members.

Planning and Zoning—Kimberly
is typing the final chapter of the
Comprehensive Plan.

Battlefield Advisory Commit-

tee—this meeting is being held on
April 4th. Mr. Perry Jamieson will
get the notes to Kimberly to include
in the crier.

The town will be having a bulk trash pick-up for in-
town residents on Wednesday, April 25th. Bulk items
are to be set out on Tuesday evening beside your regu-
lar trash items. Unacceptable items are as follows:

e Paint—unless it is completely dried out

e Soil, rocks, sod, tree trunks, limbs, or stumps result-
ing from tree removal

e  Parts of motor vehicles

e Poisons, acids, caustics, gasoline, oil and other
flammable substances, explosives, ammunition, or
other hazardous or dangerous materials

e  Bricks, blocks, concrete in any form

e Any commercial waste (for example, if someone is
remodeling their home, any of the remodeling de-
bris would not be accepted

to place brush along the alleys prior to May 3rd. Proper-
ties that do not have an alley are encouraged to place the
brush at the curb where you would normally place your
trash for pick up.

*  The Newcomer House is now open on weekends

*  Staff worked with the natural resource division
and 14 volunteers from Kaneland High School in
[llinois to clear some vegetation from the Sherrick
Farm.

*  Staff continue with installation of lath on the
Miller House for the stucco application.

*  Preparing for 2 weeks of project work in April
working with volunteers from the Connecticut
Civil War Round Table and Road Scholar organi-
zations.

*  Staff continue planning and coordination of Con-
necticut Day, which will be held on April 21st.

Throughout the month of March, the Maintenance
division worked on many different projects, some of
which is in preparation for the upcoming 150th anni-
versary. These include:

*  Backfilling along the edges of paved trails. After
the FHWA completed the repaving of the walk-
ways around the Visitor Center, there was notice-
able lip on each side of the paved trail, which cre-
ated a tripping hazard for park visitors and em-
ployees. Maintenance backfilled and seeded those
areas around the pavement to provide a gentle
slope to minimize the tipping/falling hazard.

*  Repairing the Dunker Church doors and windows.
The windows and doors were inspected for any
compromised wood and are being repaired as
needed. The windows have been re-glazed. Each
window and door will be repainted to protect the
wood from the elements.

*  Repairing and painting the three park entrance
signs.

*  Investigating and correcting the moisture prob-
lems in the second floor of the historic Pry house.
The plaster walls were spalling under each of the
five windows on the front section of the second
floor. Maintenance has re-caulked and repainted
each window in hopes of stopping the moisture
from further damaging the interior walls.

*  Remodeling the interior of the Fulk House sea-
sonal quarters.

*  Received estimates for painting the visitor center
and the Mumma House. This work will be done
through contract.

Natural Resources staff continue to work on various
vegetation and trail projects around the battlefield in
preparation for the 150th. Projects include cedar re-
moval, invasive species treatments, riparian plantings
and trail maintenance. Spring white-tailed deer man-
agement planning and EIS process continues as indi-
vidual chapters of the EIS are being drafted. Also, the
purple Emerald Ash Borer traps have been placed
around the battlefield in cooperation with the USDA to
monitor for the destructive ash tree insect pest.

The Civil War Trust’s Park Day was held on Saturday,
March 31. There were 104 volunteers from 27 differ-
ent towns, 6 states and three high school exchange
students (two from Pakistan and one from Turkmeni-
stan) who contributed 324 volunteer hours.

The Save Historic Antietam Foundation held its spring
work day on Saturday, march 17. SHAF continued
working on the new connector trial between the Final
Attack Trail and the Hawkins’ Zouave Trail.

Planning for the 150th continues internally focused on
interpretive programming. An Incident Management
Team is being formed to continue event planning and
operations. We are working with several partners in-
cluding the Sharpsburg Heritage Festival, Heart of the
Civil War Heritage Area, Washington County Conven-
tion & Visitors Bureau, and the National Museum of
Civil War Medicine, Pry House Field Hospital and the
Boy Scouts on planning and logistical coordination.

The Rohrbach Group Campground re-opened on
March 3 and hosted 450 campers from 6 states in
March.
